To-day a delegution of reput-
abie citizens reported this to Governor
Gordon, and Le has offered a reward ot
$100 for the arrest of uny one convicted
of complicity in the whipping.

NINE MEN KILLED BY LIGHTING.

Macox, Gu.,, Sept. 6.—There was u re-
markable displuy of electric force in
Southwest Georgin this morning nesr
Albany. H. H. Rouse, John Shivers and
J. W. Shisor were instantly killed. They
were on their way to market with cotton,
and sought refuge from the shower under
a tree,
Near Hardaway a railway bridge was
struck and knocked out of line. Bix men
who had sought shelter under it were
killed. Their names are not reported.

TERRIBLE EXPLOSION,
AxTweErp, Sept. 6.—Dynamile ex-
ploded to-day 1o a cartridge fuctory in
the vicinity of the tourse, killing many
persrns, und deoing much damage to pro-
perty  Portions of the bourse were
struck by burning fragments und set on
fire causing & panic in the building,
winch was crowded.
The expiosion occured in & workshop
where old cartridges were being taken
to pieces. Men and women were active-
Iy at work breaking them vp und 25,-
000,000 bad been partly broken.
The fire is st1ll raging, and now covers
two acres. The flames shoct up to ap
immense hight. Aoud the roar of flames
there is a continuous successicn of loud
reports, supposed to be from the ignition
and explosion of pocket of cartridges.
Beyond the Russian tanks and Nobles’
sheds there are numcrons honses burning.
The shipping at the African and
American docks 18 in dunger
The number of dearbs will reach 200.
About 500 persons were wjured.
Ibe loss will be many million france,
It will be 1mpossible to extinguish the
flames in less thun tweuty-four houis,
Scveral vessels have been burned,
Owiog to the iotevse heat, the firemen
are unable to approach the flames nearer
than 100 yards.

THREE HUNDRED KILLED.

MipxieuT.—The lutest estimate is that
there are 300 killed and 1000 wounded.

Explosions continue at the American
dock. .

All of the ships bave been saved, ow-
ing to the fuvorsble direction of tie
wind.

AN IMPROBABLE BTORY.
Prmapenrmia, Sept. 9 —Tlie Enguir
er publishes n sensational special from
San Francisco, sayiog that a par'y of 400
miners have spent a year far up o the
valley of the Yukon, Alaska; that they
were provisioned for only u year, and
that unless rescoed within the next monih
they must starve to death, The disputch
further says thut Levi Slose, of the Alns-
ka Commercial Compuny, says that the
stenmer St. Poul left Sun Francisco yes
terday for St. Michea!, in the hope that
the miners may try to make their way to
the coast down the Yukon river.

PROBABLY A CASE OF BUICIDE.

Sax Fraxcisco, Sept. 9. —Last Thurs-
day Willism Eckman, sccompunied by
his eight yenr—old son, artived here from
Victorin, B. C., by steamer Umatilla,
Eckman went to the Internationul hotel
on Kearney street, and asked for a room
paying for two pights 1 advance. In
the afternoon the patient indulged in
liqguor to & considerable extent and then
started out with his son to view the city.
In the evening be left the boy at a board-
ing house nesr the CIiff house and went
away aloce, saying he would return next
morning, but has not been heard from
yet. Eckman was a cook in Victoria,
und o short time ago his wite died. Dur-
ing the trip down on the steamer he
coufided to one of the passengers that
since the denth of his wife he had suffered
financial reverses, and at times felt dis-
posed to end his troubles by suicide, snd
it is feared he carried out his threats.
The boy will be taken charge of by the
Society for Prevention of Cruelty to
Children.

Crop Weather Balletin No, 27,

Oregon State Weather Bureau in co-opera~
tion with U, 8. Biynal Service, central affice,
Portland, Oregon. For week ending Sept.
7, 1850:

The temperature has remained about or
slightly below the normal. From some of
the higher regions of Eastern and Southern
Oregon reporti of light frosts are reccived.
Ou Avg. 30th and 31st rains wero gonerul
over the state, being quite heavy in  Weat-
ern Oregon and from a good shower to a
sprinkle in Eastern Oregon, The sunshine
has been about normal. The smoke was
considerably cleared away by the rains of
last weok, but during the past fow days it
has again been quite dense.

Wild geese were flying sonth on the 4th,
indieating approaching winter,

The wenther conditions have been favors
able to fall seeding in estern Oregon,
which in sections is boing pashed vigorous-
ly, to the growth of grasses, to frut drying
and to hop picking which is now in fall
blast. In spite of the long continued
drouth the farmers of Westera Ocegon will
haye a yery largo surplus of wheat for ship-
ment, Granaries are foll and additional
accomodations have to be provided. Fall
wheat appears to be no worse and corn is
better for the dry spell, the grain is harder,
The wheat is nearly all threshed. Oats,
barley and hay are also secured. Corn is
maturing, and in some sections it has al-
ready been cut. The immense fruit erops
continuc to be shipped, the surplus is being
dried. The codlin moth has done consider-
able damage to apples and pears ina fow
sections. The warm, dry weather has
caused the season to be about one month
ahead of ordinary years. Farners are
throogh harvesting; frmit and vegetables
bave matured earlier, the leaves are begin-
ing to tarn and to fall, The fruit yield in
Eastern Oregon is larger this year than ever
before, many sections producing fruit that a
few years ago were supposed to be unfitted
for orchards, Straw is vory plentiful and
many farmers are saving it for possible feel
in the winter, In the stock country the
summer range 1 short and over crowderd;
more rain is greatly needed to give the grass.
a good start, In Malheur county hay i
very scarce by reason of the long continued
drouth, except when the land conld be irri-
gated.

_In Sherman county the farmers who. re-
lied upon their wheat crop are in a serions
predicament.  Many fields were not cat at
all and but few paid for their cutting. As
